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The annual MUJazz Festival will be a two day affair this year. On Thursday, April 27, the festival willfeature 
vocal jazz, while Friday willfeature big bands, as usual. 
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The Festival will commence on Thursday with 
performances by area vocal jazz ensembles. 
This year’s featured clinician for the Vocal Jazz 
area is singer, arranger and educator Jason A. 
Smith. Smith is currendy on the faculty at the 
School for Music Vocations in Creston, 

Iowa where he directs choral 
ensembles including the vocal jazz 
groups Audio Radiance and 
Corner Market. Mr. Smith 
was nominated for a 
Grammy in 1985 as a 
member of the P.M. 

Singers. He has worked 
as an arranger, studio 
singer and pianist in the 
San Francisco Bay area 
and has performed with 
jazz artists such as 
Bobby McFerrin, Richie

Participating ensembles will have 
the opportunity to perform for and 
work with Mr. Smith. During the day, 
several workshops will be held for the 
performers and directors, including solo 
singing, improvisation with Denis DiBlasio and 
George Rabbai, and rehearsal techniques with 
Mr. Smith. The MU Mansfieldians will hold an 
open rehearsal and clinic with Mr. Smith in the 
afternoon and join forces with the MU Jazz 
Ensemble for an evening concert. 
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States Military Academy Band’s Jazz Knights have brought musical 
excellence and variety to their audiences by presenting the best of 
big band jazz and popular music. Members of the group are 
graduates of America’s finest music schools. They are recruited 
and selected through a competitive audition 
process specifically for service in the 

United States Military Academy Band at 
West Point. Members of the band 
have played with such jazz icons 
as Count Basie, Buddy Rich, 
Woody Herman, Maynard 
Ferguson, Ahmad Jamal and 
the Glenn Miller Band. 






The Jazz Knights’ 
highlights over the years 
include playing with 
Benny Goodman at 
Lincoln Center in 1982, 
performing with the Duke 
Ellington Orchestra for the 
200th Anniversary of the New 
York State Legislature, and 
twice appearing at the Hatch 
Shell for Boston’s Independence 
Day celebration. The Jazz Knights have 
also performed for festivals and music 
educators’ conventions, including International 
Association of Jazz Educators conventions, the Western 
International Band Clinic, the University of Northern Colorado Jazz 
Festival and the International Society of Bassists’ convention. 
Notable guests who have performed with the Jazz Knights include 
David Liebman, Jim Pugh, Scott Robinson, Emil Richards, Byron 
Stripling, John Clayton, Eddie Daniels, Steve Turre and 
James Carter. 




Friday’s schedule will follow a similar format 
with guest high school jazz ensembles. DiBlasio 
and Rabbai will be doing afternoon clinics, 
along with members of this year’s guest band, 
the Jazz Knights.

Then the MU Jazz 
Ensemble will perform with DiBlasio and Rabbai as guest soloists. 
Finally, the Jazz Knights will end the show. It promises to be an 
incredible two days of jazz!! 



The Mansfield University Festival Chorus will perform Mass 
in CMinor by Amadeus Mozart in celebration of the 250th 
anniversary of his birth. Performances will take place on 
Saturday, April 8, at 8 p.m. in Steadman Theatre and Sunday, 
April 9, at 3 p.m. in the Corning Museum of Glass 
Auditorium. A full orchestra of faculty, student, and 
professional players will accompany the chorus and the 
professional soloists, Gayle Berman from Springfield, MA, 
Fran Shumway from Ithaca, NY, Carl Johengen, from Bath, 
NY, and our own Douglas Crowder of the voice faculty. 

The/IAm in CMinor is Mozart’s most ambitious 
composition of sacred music and the only mass between J. S. 
Bach’s Mass in B Minor and Beethoven’s Missa solemnis of 
comparable scale. Unfortunately, Mozart’s Mass was never 
completed for reasons no one can explain. However, the 
work displays some of his most brilliant writing in the 
existing movements: Kyrie, Gloria, two sections of the Credo, 
Sanctus, and Benedictus. Historians know that the impetus 
for composing this mass was close to Mozart’s heart as he 
had promised his father to compose a mass in celebration of 
his marriage to Constance, who would be the featured singer 
on all of the soprano solos. 

Other choral concert dates to mark on your calendar are the 
Concert Choir Home Concert on April 22 at 8 pm and a 
special performance at Elmira College on April 25 pm.
